Fire Investigations 
In Owsley County 

According to the Kentucky State Police Post, 
Richmond KY, two fires that occurred approximately 
6 miles south of Booneville in rural Owsley County are 
under investigation. On Sunday, June 1, 2014, the fires 
were started sometime between the hours of 1:00 am and 
7:00 am. 

The first fire, on Brown-Gabbard Road damaged 
a garage and the second, on Lower Wolfe Creek Road 
destroyed a barn. Witnesses heard and seen several ATV’s 
in the areas around the time the fires began.

From President Obama down 
to every small town mayor 
every public servant is in 
office because God wants 
them there.
